PROFITEERING 


One hears that new word right and left 
from morning to night, from everybody, 
but upto date nobody has been able to 
find the culprit'or bring him to bar, A 
small army of committees and officials 
of the government are said to have been 
looking for Mr. Profiteer for a year past, 
but they..cannot find him, although the 
attorney general and all ‘the rest of them 
continue to. tell’ a gullible public what 

. they are going to do.. They have not done 
anything and they do not intend to do 
anything,* be, ee 

Everybody .éhgaged in business passes 
the wbuck. te. the.other fellow ‘and .each 
points a-finger-at the-one he bought the 
goods frei, aid’ says it is he, and when 
he is’ approdched he does. the identical 
same~ thing passes the..buck—which is 
now ‘the*chief“occupation of the mercan- 
tile. world: Nearly. everybody selling or 
handling any kind of goods is in the 
game -for:all:he can get out of it, and 


. that’s all there is to: it. 


_ It is true that the demand exceeds the 
supply~on nearly everything, ‘and any 
time demand exceeds supply prices are 
going to be on the, raise, and keep rais- 


- ing. until,the supply exceeds the demand, 
and’ then«prices -will tend the other way. 


The pedple: have not |yet ‘recovered 


from their big spending drank, and until 


they do there “will be-no drop in prices 
of anything. For several years they 
scrimped ‘and did without everything, 
during ‘the war,'so the products could 


- go to Europe and so they could use the 


money. buying Liberty bonds and ‘paying 
war taxes of various kinds, and now:that 
the war limitations are over, arid they are 
earning immense ‘wages in every indus- 
try, they, are ‘buying everything in sight 


_ and paying ahy old price that: is asked. 


Under such conditions prices are goin’ 
to: continue:.to. go up, until.the people 
sdber ‘up,”and nobody knows just when 
that will be—probably two. years yet, 

Every expense account -is abnormal, 
and a merchant has got to charge 25 per 
eent for oyerhéad or go broke.’ Take the 
item of freight, for. instance. Freight 
bas intreased about 25 per cent, as it had 
to or the railroads would have gone bank- 
rupt. That isnot so bad, but when one 
stops to consider that the article pur- 
chased accuriulated about three freight 
bills before it finally reached the consum- 
er, that 25 per cent freight raise becomes 
75 per cent. The timber had to be freight- 
ed to the furniture factory, then the fur- 
niture was freighted to the wholesalef, 
or jobber, and freighted again to the re- 
tailer—three freights. The cotton or 
wool went to the mill, then the garments 
to the wholesaler, and then to the retailer 
—same with most! everything. 

The News holds'that the manufacturer 
is a. profiteer, for the reason that all hig 
manufacturing concerns show by their in- 
come tax statements to the government 
that they are earning enormous dividends ; 
—the greatest ever in the history of the 
world. The government committees of in- 
vestigation have so reported, yet the of- 
ficials do nothing about it. Why is it? 
We would ‘not be allowed to say -that of- 
ficials are paid by the trusts to be blind, 
and could not prove it if we did, but, 
like the sailor’s parrot, we are entitled 
to keep up & dévil of a thinking.. 


| Night before last we sat up until three 
o’clock in the morning ‘reading five or 
six pages in the Saturday Kyvening Post 
on this very subject,’ and the fellow who 
wrote it went round in a-eirele and got 
nowhere, just like everybody else... Some 
of his deductions are interesting, however, 
and-so we are reproduting a few lines of 
them, for what they are worth, and the 
reader may draw his own conclusions: 

“We. are now close to the heart of profiteering. 
One of the chief reasons for: the high prices of 
shoés, clothing and. the like is the almost uni- 
versal. and, for the most part, amazingly success- 
ful effort of dealers to’ get into the lucky class 
and. keep from. having their pockets, picked by 
the ‘next great sweep in prices, which they fear 
will be downward, Or, to :b# more technical, I 
-Tefer, of course, to the widbspread practice of 
All the dealers involved of selling goods on the 
basis of what it will probably, cost to, replace 
them rather than what it cost to buy them, ‘The 
Public hag no conception, nor can any, language 
of mine begin to convey an idea, of how serious 
a. factor this custom has been in pushing up 
prices, ‘ { 

“The: practice has become far more general. 
than ever before of selling goods not,.on a basis 
of a fair profit added to we actual cost, but on 
a basis of the probable or fyared cost, of replac- 
ing them. In other words almost every dealer 
in gooda has been playing dgfe with a double 
margin. { 

“As one ‘merchandise managpr says; ‘If a thing 
costs two dollars today and is going to cost three 
dollars, next spring the retailer is apt -to price 
the .goods which he now has in stock on the 
basis. of: a cost of two dollars and a half or 
even three dollars, He will’ tell you that the 
market price will come down and he must mark 
his goods somewhere near their replacement 
value, and he must make greater profits now to 
take care of the losses he may swallow in case 
the market goes back from three to two dollars. 
Now the, retailer figures that way, the jobber 
figures that way, the’ manufacturer figures that 
way on his raw material and even his labor, and 
the producér: of cotton figures that way. You 
‘can see that everybody is cartying his goods as 
though he were riding for a fall, and where he 
has been’ doing that for the last two and pos- 
sibly three years he has been making a lot of 
money and getting mote than normal profits 
on a great deal of his .meychandise.” 

Congress and the public generally had the 
idea that an excess-profits tax was in séme way 
a device to check profits. But in reality it has 
enlarged. them, 

Taxes always have been and probably always 
will be considered an expense of doing business, 
just. like interest charges on borrowed capital or 
fire. insurance., Now the fact that these excess- 
profits taxes are indefinite because based on a 
sliding ‘scale and therefore impossible to com- 
pute before the end of the year leads to the prac- 
tice of setting up a reserve, which cannot be 
computed definitely in advance. The result has 
been that very liberal reserves have been set up. 

Each member of the distributive chain, from 
the producer of the raw material to the retailer 
—and there may -be a dozen of them—feels, 
obliged to make ample allowance to cover the 
tax. Not knowing exactly what the tax is going 
to be he more than covers it. H.». wants to 
make as large profits with the tax as without it 
But not k®wing just how large an element in 
the expense of doing business his tax will be he 
raises the prices for his prodwi¢t more than he 
otherwise would, He aims to play safe. 

“It is one of the most Viéiows links in that 
endless chain of the high cost of living. In one 
study of the effect of the tax on prices ft is esti- 
mated that one to fifty excess-profits taxes are 
included in every article sold.”
